Junior Member From State Declares Bat- 
tle Has Been Won— State Legislature 
to Name Commission 



Dispatches from Washington state 
that by an overwhelming vote that as- 
sured its triumph \ on the floor of the 
senate, the senate committee on com- 
merce Tuesday afternoon wrote the 

' Lorimer plan for the Illinois end of the 
]ake-to-the-gulf ship channel into the 
river and harbor bill. 

Not even a yea and hay -'vote was 
necessary, for the only senators who 

/ opposed it were Burton of Ohio and 

Smith of Michigan, and even Smith was 

lukewarm in his opposition. Senator 

Burton fought it to the last, but he only 

succeeded in adding a few lines to the 
duties of the commission which is to 
arrange plans for co-operation with II- 
/ linois. 

f 

The supporters of the project, headed 
by Senator Lorimer, are confident that 
"the senate will accept the provision and 
that the hardest fight has been won. 
There had been some talk that the com- 
mittee might be more evenly divided, 
but the opposition dwindled before the 
session began. It was an executive 
session, and not even Senators Lorimer 
and Cullom were admitted. Senator 
-Stone of Missouri, a member of the 
committee, fought for the provision 
and succeeded in besting Burton at 
every turn. , 

The commission which is Jto ) investi- 
gate • the project, and to report on its 
feasibility as well as on a plan for co- 
operation with Illinois,* is to make its 
Teport at the opening of the winter ses- 
sion of congress in December. 

Unless a special session of the Illinois 
legislature should be held in the mean- 
time to send in another of the unending 
list of primary laws and find time to 
name a commission to handle the state 
end of the water way at that time such 
a commission will possibly be named at 
next winter's session of the legislature. 

"The senate is sure to pass the bill as 
It stands," said Senator Lorimer, "and 
"victory for our deep water way plan is 
•certain. The provision which the com- 
mittee has added to the duties of the 
commission will not interfere with it in 
the least. , 

"It will do no harm to get further in- 
formation on the lowering of lake levels. 
"We know that the water way will lower 
the level between four and seven inches, 
hut the hikes are higher now than they, 
ever have been and no harm will be done 
to navigation. Besides the levels can 
he preserved by a d«m at the Soo, ns 
already provided for, all at the cost of 
only $2,500,000. 

"The commission will have its hands 
full making a report on the feasibility 
of the plan by the December session of 
congress. They will give the Illinois 
legislature ample time to name the state 
board Borne time next winter. Of 
course, if the Illinois legislature should 
have to get together again some time in 
the summer or fall to put another* pri- 
~~mary law upon the statute books, why,, 
they might put in their spare time nam- 
ing a state commission at that time. 
But I do not think a special session of 
the legislature will be necessary to 
carry out the Illinois part of the work. " 

The committee added the following, 
provision to the duties of the commission 
to be appointed to look Into the fourteen 
foot plan in Illinois and to arrange for 
co-operation with the state authorities: 

"Said board shall report upon the 
feasibility of such water way and 'the 
most advisable depth and dimensions 
therefor, in case the same is recom- 
mended; also upon such measures as 
may be required properly to preserve 
the levels of the great lakes and to com- 
pensate, so far as practicable, for the 
diminished levil in said lakes and the 
connecting waters thereof by reason of 
any diversion of water from Lake Mich- 
igan for the maintenance of the proper 
depth herein described, or diversion for 
any other purpose; and further, .also, 
upon the influence on volume and height 
of water in the Mississippi river below 
Cairo and also the effect upon the cli- 
mate of the lake .states by a change in 
the natural currents of Lake Michigan. "

INVENTS NEW MACHINE! COUNTY 



L. C. Barthel Invents Hoisting Machine 
to be Used in Filling Ice Cars. 

L.C. Berthel of Loon Lake, lost week 
filed an application for a patent on a 
crane or hoisting machine, planned in 
such a way as to lift a dead weight of 
any amount 

At the present time he has construct- 
ed to use as a model a machine planned 
to raise a dead weight of one thousand 
pounds or less. 

Thd object that Mr. Barthel has had 
in mind during the past nine years 
in which he has been working upon this 
machine at every opportunity, was to 
build a hoisting machine of some kind 
that would facilitate ( the packing of the 
ice into the cars for shipment, and at 
the present time the indications are 
that his efforts have been crowned with 
success. 

In loading the cars by hand three 
men are required to load a car to within 
twenty four inches of the roof in one 
hour. Mr. Barthel claims that by the 
aid of his machine only two men are 
required to load a car and that the 
work can be accomplished in thirty 
minntes, and he also claims in favor of 
the machine that by its use one more 
tier of ice can be placed in each car or 
to within eight inches of the top. 

If this machine, when put into actual 
service-' can accomplish all that is 
claimed it use will no doubt be general- 
ly adopted by the various ice compan- 
ies, as a means of saving both money 
and time. 

When his model was completed Mr. 
Barthel conceived the idea of putting it 
to use in other directions and states 
that it is his opinion that it can be 
successfully used in the erection of 
building, for the purpose of deliver- 
ing the material to the workmen. 

He also states that arrangements 
have been made to test the machine 
on the building which is being erected 
by G. E. Webb at the present time. 

The machine is opertacd by a one 
horse power gasoline engine, at a very 
trifling cost for gasoline.

RAPIDLY SHIFTING SCENES | 

Moody Poisoning Case Reaches Lake 
County at Pox Lake 

The rapidly shifting scenes connected 
with the death of Alexander Moody of 
Chicago by alleged aresenical poisoning, 
in which his man of all work Charles 
Peterson of St. Charles, is now said to 
be implicated to the extent that an in- 
quiry is being made in regard to his al- ; 
leged relations with the widow, have 
shifted in part to Lake county. • 

It became known that Moody, who 
was the senior member of the Chicago 
pie making firm of Moody & Waters, 
owned a country place near McHenry, 
and was well known in the Fox Lake 
and Pistakee bay regions. j 

Part of the information that Chicago 
detectives have unearthed is an 'alleged 
statement by Peterson made to a Chi- 
cago detective last summer at Pistakee 
that he then controlled all of MrJ 
Moody's affairs. Peterson denies that 
he made the statement. i 

While later developments tended to 
strengthen the theory that Moody was 
the victim of an atrocious murder, and 
discrepancies were found in the testi- 
mony of witnesses, no arrests have been 
made. > | 

The police are working on two the- 
ories. One is that some enemy of the 
family or of the deceased went to the 
ice box on the back porch on the night 
of February 19 and poisoned the ham- 
burger steak, not caring how many died 
with the intended victim. ! 

The other is that some one within the 
household placed poison where Moody \ 
alone would eat of it This theory is , 
borne out by the statement that Ott ate 
part of one of the meat balls and ex- 
perienced no illness, while another 
which was analyzed contained a large 
quantity of afcsenic.

The following is the obligation to 
secrecy which each successful applicant - 
for the position of census enumerator 
will be required to take: 

"You are forbidden to communicate 
to any person any information obtained 
by you in the discharge of your official 
duties. By so doing you will render 
yourself liable upon conviction, to a fine 
of not exceeding $1,000 or to imprison- 
ment. (See section 22 of censuB act) 
You are not permitted to show your 
schedules, % when filed or to retain 
copies of the same, and it is 'your duty, 
to destroy all imperfect copies not re- 
turned to your supervisor. . If, at the 
close of the enumeration, .you are asked 
what is the population of your district, 
or any part thereof, reply that you are 
forbidden by the law to answer. All 
such requests, whether from; news- . 
papers, local officials, or individuais, are 
to be referred to the director of the' 
census." 

Each census taker will receive a paper 
indicating his class, that is, the rate of 
compensation. This is done in order 
that the pay of the various enumerators 
may be about the same. In sparsely 
settled communities the rate of pay is 
higher than in th'ickly settled commun- 
ities, and thus the total pay received by 
enumerators is equalized. 

In class B the rate is 2J cents for each 
farm, 30 cents for each establishment 
of productive industry, 20 cents ifor each 
slaughtering house, and 10 cents for 
each barn and inciosure containing live 
stock; 

In class A for each inhabitant 2 cents, 
for each farm 30 cents, for each indus- 
try 20 cents, for each barn 10 cents, for . 
each slaughter house 20 cents. 

In class C for each inhabitant 3 cents, 
for each farm 25 cents, for each indus- 
try 30 cents, for each slaughter house 
20 cents, for each barn 20 cents.

• This committee, when elected by the 
house, will supersede the committee 
composed of Speaker Cannon, Dalzell, 
Smith of Iowa, Republican^ ; Clark and 
Fitzgerald, Democrats. Dalzell is 
picked for chairman. 

All the 'Insurgents" with the excep- 
tion of Gardner of Massachusetts were 
present at the Republican caucus and 
voted, and such of them as Morris and 
Murdock declared they were satisfied 
with the result 

When the caucus was called to 
order Representative Tawriey took 
the floor and made a most Impassioned 
speech for harmony. A similar speech 
was made by Payne of New York. 

On conclusion of the speech i:s the 
following names were placed in nom- 
ination : 

Longworth, Gaines, Gardiner, Fas- 
sett, Smith (Iowa), Boutell, Dalzell, 
Smith (California), Kahn, Lawrence, 
Loudon, Miller, Stevens, Cooper, Den- 
by, Murdock, Davidson and Martin. 

Needham of Colorado, . Olmstead of 
Pennsylvania, Parsons of Now York 
and Norris of Nebraska were also 
nominated, but they declined. 

It was decided on motion of Repre- 
sentative Hubbard, and seconded by 
Payne of New York, that the , ballot 
should be secret. 

Those nominated by the insurgents, 
were Gardiner, Cooper, Murdock, Da- 
vidson, Martin and Norris. 

The following was tho first vote an- 
nounced: Smith (Iowa), 168; Dalzell 
(Pennsylvania), 146; Lawrence (Mas- 
sachusetts), 126; Fassett (New York), 
113; Smith (California), 92; Boutell 
(Illinois)r85; Kahn (California), 56; 
Longworth (Ohio), 33. ' 
The first four were declared elected. 
In the second ballot the Important 
votes were: Smith of California, 136; 
Boutell of Illinois, 108; Longworth of 
Ohio, 59, the first two being declared 
elected. 

The Insurgents did not show, up 
strong in the voting. Gardiner of 
Massachusetts, who was sick and ab- 
sent, got 33 votes, the highest number. 
Norris got 5; Cooper, 4; Madison, 4; 
Murdock, 6; Fish, 7, and Davidson, 5. 
Speaker Cannon was present, during 
the caucus, but took no active part in 
the proceedings. 

Mr. Longworth waB nominated by 
two insurgents, Taylor of Ohio and 
Pickett of Iowa.

PLAN TO DETHRONE CANNON 

INSURGENT'S CONSTITUENTS DE- 
' MAND.HI8 RETIREMENT. 



Ignites Benzine While Filling Cigar 
Lighter— 8everal Persons Are Miss- 
ing —Ten Bodies Recovered — 
Woman Jumps to Her Death. 

Chicago.— Fire Friday wrecked the 
Blx-story building of the L. Fish Furni- 
ture Company at the corner of Wabash 
avenue and Nineteenth street, and 12 
persons at least and may bo IS, died 
in the flames. 

Ethel Liechtenstein, astenograapher, 
plunged to her death from a sixth- 
Btory window; ten bodies have been 
taken from the ruins, and a number 
of employes are missing, and. it 
is feared, are dead. . 

It was a fire of remarkable fierce- 
ness, marked by unusual horror and 
'remarkable escapes.' The fire depart- 
ment was bitterly criticised for slow- 
ness in responding to the first alarm, 
and still more fatal slowness in try- 
ing to reach the men and women en- 
caged by flames on the sixth floor. 
These charges were denied by Chief 
Horan, who pointed out that the build- 
ing had no lire escape in front and 
only ono in the rear. 
The financial loss is put at $200,000. 
There were forty or fifty employes 
In the building when a report of an 
explosion was heard, followed almost 
Instantly by a puff of smoke and some 
one's wild cry of "Fire." 

In the general offices and mailing 
department on tho sixth floor were 20 
men and women preparing -for the 
day's work. At the first alarm some 
rushed for the stairways, while oth- 
ers delayed to lock up tho ofilce 
books.. This delay, it is believed, 
caused the death of a number. 

Before the first firemen could run 
up ladders to the upper floors Miss 
Liechtenstein appeared at the sixth- 
story window facing in Wabash ave- 
nue. She climbed out on the window 
sill while firemen shouted not to jump 
and women In the crowd of spectators 
shrieked in horror. 

The girl hesitated a moment; there 
was a burst of smoke from below her, 
^. and then she jumped to her death. 
What befell those who are now 
listed as missing, in the few minutes 
of horror after the alarm reached 
them, may never be known. The ono 
or two who did escape from the sixth 
floor were saved by remarkable good 
luck and the presence of mind of em- 
ployes on the first floor of the build- 
ing. 

These employes threw a score or 
more- of mattresses into tho alley, and 
a man and boy who jumped and 
alighted upon these escaped not only 
allvi but practically unhurt 

Leo Stoeckel, who was taken into 
custody after the conflagration, ad- 
mitted to the police that It was he 
who started the fire. 

Stoeckel appeared heartbroken and 
tcld his story with difficulty. 

"I was employed as a clerk In the 
office." Stoeckel said. "Mr. Mitchell 
gave me three cigar lighters and told 
mo to go to the finishing room on the 
fourth floor and fill them with ben- 
zine. 1 did so. I used a five-gallon 
can of the oil. 1 had filled two of the 
lighters and was working on the third 
when there was an explosion. A 
sheet of flames almost blinded me 
and I remember only dimly what hap- 
pened after that I did not regain 
my senses fully until I reached the 
street.

The overthrow of 
the speaker and the taking away from 
the speakership of all power to in- 
fluence legislation unduly are aimed 

at 

A proposition to remove Speaker 
Cannon by means of the combined 
vote of Democrats and insurgents and 
substitute In his place Ashcr C. Hinds, 
the parliamentarian of tho house, is 
one of the plan3 which several insur- 
gents advocated.

Cairo, Egypt— Owing' to this city 
being tho hotbed of the Egyptian na- 
tional movement, fears for the safety 
of Col. Theodore Roosevelt on tho 
part of tho British government wero 
demonstrated by tho fact that from 
tho moment his train arrived here 
Thursday until the khedlve's carriage 
had deposited him at the doors of 
She purd' s hotel, he was guarded by 
groups of policemen. 

Col. Roosevelt's speeches at Khar- 
tum and Assouan. In which he plead- 
ed for native co-operation with tho 
British authorities, has aroused tho 
resentment of the Nationalists and in 
view of their recent assassination of 
Boutros Pasha, tho premier, the gov- 
ernment decided that every precau- 
tion should be taken to guard tho ex- 
president 

The colonel, himself, Inughed at tho 
idea of danger and requested that no 
special police guard bo furnished, but 
the authorities would not listen to him 
and scores of policemen mingled with 
the crowd at the station and stayed 
close by tho colonel all the time. Mr. 
Roosevelt walked through a double 
line of Egyptian police from the car 
to tho khedlve's carriage, Cairo gave 
a cordial greeting to the ex-president 
Nearly all the, foreign residents as- 
sisted In the welcome. American Am- 
bassador Straus and wife arrived from 
Constantinople to pay their respects, 
and were among the first to greet the 
party. Maj. Stack presented the re- 
grets of the sirdar, Gen. Wingate, say- 
ing he was unable to bo present 

Mrs. Roosevelt was presented with 
a huge bouquet of violets as she alight- 
ed from tho traln,and Miss Ethel with 
a smaller- bouquet 

So many official carriages were in 
the procession that tho drive to the 
hotel resembled a cavalcade. 

Another big crowd was gathered at 
the hotel, from the staff of which the 
American flag floated. They cheered 
tho colonel as he made his way up 
the steps, and the latter responded by 
waving his hat in his characteristic 
informal way. > 



VVashlngton. — Theodore Roosevelt 
has cabled Gilford Pinchot to, meet 
him in Europe, and the fact that Mr. 
Pinchot sailed last Friday on a Ham- 
burg-American liner, ostensibly for 
Copenhagen, Denmark, has set all 
Washington agog. This is the first 
move made by tho former president 
with respect to things political in the 
United States since hlB return to civil- 
ization from the African wilderness.

WASHINGTON.— It's hard enough to 
have constituents In any event, 
'but It's much harder to have 'em for 
next door neighbors. 

Representative Slemp is the only 
Republican member of the house from 
(Virginia. This, Is of course, a Re- 
publican administration. So when any- 
body In Virginia wants anything he 
cornea to Slemp. 

Just now Slemp Is facing a problem 
dn little. The town of Bristol Is split 
np between Virginia and Tennessee. 
Representative Brownlow of Tennes- 
see, like Slemp, is the lone Repub- 
lican from his state. White House in- 
fluence Is divided. For 40 years 1 , a 
.Tenhesseean has been postmaster of 
(Bristol. Brownlow wants a Tennes- 
seean to be postmaster. But the presi- 
dent has appointed a Virginian to the 
Tlace. The appointment still lacks 
senate sanction, bo that Brownlow 
has not given up hope. Slemp Is 
smiling, for the reason that the sen- 
•ate is not considering his man's name. 



Four years ago the late Representa- 
tive Campbell Slemp, father and prede- 
cessor of the present representative 
from the Ninth Virginia district, and 
Representative Brownlow, who comes 
from the Tennessee part of Bristol, ; 
agreed,' so the Virginians say, that if 
EH Warren, a Tennesseean, were 
made postmaster a Virginian should 
be named aa assistant. The Slemps 
put forward no candidate for the 
place and Warren got the appoint- 
ment on Brownlow's Indorsement. 
But the Virginia representative now 
says that as soon as this appointment 
was confirmed" Brownlow put in a 
Tennessee man as assistant. 

At this stage the president enters. 
As soon as the younger Slemp got his 
congressional seat ho acquainted Mr.. 
Tdft with the situation and told him 
that It was about time that Virginia 
was given some recognition in .the 
patronage In '.this divided town. The 
president thereupon sent to the sen- 
ato the nomination of a man named 
Goodell. The Tennessee Bide of Bris- 
tol then got busy. A bundle of tele- 
grams was sent to Brownlow. Brown- 
low took an ascension. As soon as he 
came down ho proceeded to the White 
House. His protests against the Vir- 
ginia appointment were vigorous. As 
a result Good ell's name has been 
held up.

Mr. Sherley — I will say, if you will 
read the law,, you will find the ex- 
press provision that he can get a 
thousand dollars and give security 
for It, and there Is not the slightest 
reason why a man should not lend It 
if he wants to. 

Mr. Clayton — That is not an answer 
to my question. 

Mr. Sherley — That Is my answer; I 
am not going to answer it as the 
gentleman wants, but I have an- 
swered It according to the law. 

Mr. Clayton — If the gentleman will 
not be so much In earnest and a lit- 
tle more dispassionate- 
Mr. Sherley — Permit mo to make 
my speech. After I make it you may 
make such criticism of my manner 
as you choose. I insist upon con- 
suming my own time. 

Mr. Clayton — May I Interrupt the 
gentleman? 

Mr. Sherley — The gentleman can- 
not 

Mr. Clayton — I am very sorry that 
the gentleman's argument Is so vul- 
nerable that he cannot submit to an 
interruption.

DEATH AFFECTS BIG CASES 



His" Demise Cannot Fall to Have Im- 
portant Bearing on Impending. 
Oil and Tobacco Case 
Decisions.' 



Washington. — Associate Justice 
David Josiah Brewer, of the supreme 
court of the United StateB was found 
dead In a room in his house at 11 
o'clock Monday night. Physicians 
summoned decided that the Justice 
had died of apoplexy. 

Justice -Brewer -was one of the best 
known members of the supreme bench 
to the people of the. country. He was 
one of the ^most outspoken in public 
speeches and Interviews, and though a 
Republican, never let his partisanship 
interfere with the criticism of Repub- 
lican administrations. 

Close application to the work of the 
supreme court In the Standard Oil and 
tobacco cases undoubtedly hastened 
the death of the associate judge. He 
had been devoting himself ever since 
the recent arguments to the study of 
the. Oil. trust cases and he had a vol- 
ume of the record of the case in his 
hand when death overtook him. 

He had gone Into the bathroom to 
prepare his bath after having devoted 
the night to study. A few minutes 
later Mrs. Brewer, second wife of the 
Justice, heard him feebly calling for 
aid. When she reached him he had 
become unconscious. He died before 
the physician, Dr. H. A. Taylor, who 
was summoned, arrived. 

Justice Brewer had been In hiB usual 
good health all day and had taken his 
accustomed walk. 

District Judge Ashley W. Gould was 
summoned immediately by the family, 
and took charge of affairs in the 
stricken household. 

Miss Minnie Brewer, who lives in 
Washington, an aged sister of the 
Justice, is In such feeble health that 
Bhe was not notified.

Eight men were killed 
and several others were Injured;

The Charleston, which is Rear Ad- 
miral Hubbard's flagship, 'Mondny re- 
turned to the firing range. Her com- 
manding officer is Commander John 
H. Gibbons.
